The  year  1958  has  been  noteworthy  for  three  events.  The 
decline  in  demand  for  coal,  the  public  concern  over  radioactive  hazards,  and 
the  beginning  of  the  poliomyelitis  immunisation  campaign.  Let  us  take  them 
in  this  order  and  examine  them  from  a medical  point  of  view. 


The  diagrams  of  the  Welsh  Coalfield,  which  the  Surveyor 
has  very  kindly  copied  for  me  from  a somewhat  rare  volume,  "Coal,  and  the 
Coal-Fields  of  Wales,''  by  F,  J,  North,  D Sc0 , FUG,S»,  and  lent  me  by  Mr0 
Bmlyn  Evans,  Deputy  Keeper  in  Geology,  National  Museum  of  Wales,  shows 
that  the  deepest  part  of  the  Welsh  Coalfield  lies  in  the  Gellygaer  Area, 
separated  from  a smaller  deep  area  in  the  Caerphilly  area  by  a slight 
anticline,  A geological  map  of  the  coalfield  given  me  by  Mr,  Evans, 
also  illustrating  this  factor,  can  now  be  seen  in  my  office. 

There  seems  to  be  some  idea  that  the  population  in  the  future 
will  drift  steadily  down  the  valleys  and  finish  up  on  the  coast.  My  own 
prophesy  is,  that  whilst  there  is  still  any  demand  for  coal,  this  area  will 
be  the  latest  to  be  depopulated.  The  fact  that  this  basin  has  been  the  - 
last  to  be  developed  accounts  for  this  area  being  the  last  to  have  an 
adequate  hospital  provided.  Let  us  hope  that  the  cup  will  not  be 
torn  from  our  teeth.  Estimates  that  all  the  best  seams  would  be  worked 
out  in  less  than  100  years  have  been  given,  but,  if  the  demand  for  coal 
diminishes,  it  is  logical  to  suppose  that  the  period  will  be 
proportionately  prolonged.  In  any  case,  as  the  leaflet  on  by-products 
shows,  our  national  economy  cannot  survive  when  our  supplies  of  coal 
are  finally  exhausted.  In  the  future,  who  knows,  what  machinery  may  not 
be  developed  for  extracting  narrow  seams  such  as  remain  untapped  in  this 
area  without  men  having  to  go  near  the  coalface? 

The  development  of  by-products  is,  of  course,  based  on 
coke  ovens  such  as  exist  at  Nantgarw,  (at  the  cost  of  three  millions), 
which  produce  coke  for  furnaces  and  steelworks,  tar  for  roads  and  many 
other  essential  things.  Every  ounce  of  dye  in  our  clothing,  many 
basic  drugs  including  aspirin,  and  many  other  wonderful  chemicals  are 
based  on  the  six  carbon  atoms  known  as  "The  Benzene  Ring,"  and  which 
one  cannot  conceive  being  made  from  uranium.  Chemists  all  over  the 
world  are  working  to  develop  more  by-products  from  coal,  and  it 
appears  that  the  process  is  gaining  added  momentum,  and  who  knows 
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what  one  will  be  able  to  purchase  in  another  twenty  five  or  fifty  years 
unheard  of  today.  Anyway,  I cannot  foresee  this  place  becoming  derelict 
and  have  purchased  the  sixty-four  lease  on  my  little  house  with  every 
confidence  that  its  value  will  increase,  not  diminish. 

As  regards  radioactivity,  it  would  be  foolish  to  protest 
against  nuclear  stations.  Progress  usually  means  more  prosperity  in  the 
long  run,  but,  after  Windseale  swamped  the  county  in  radioactive  iodine,  a 
certain  amount  of  caution  is  indicated.  Personally,  after  having  my 
electricity  turned  off  for  a whole  Sunday  when  ill  in  bed,  I am  changing 
over  to  gas.  The  medical  officers  of  Monmouthshire,  led  by  Dr,  Gwyn 
Rocyn  Jones „ are  all  very  concerned  about  radioactive  hazards,  and  plans 
are  afoot  to  analyse  both  the  risk  of  the  fall-out,  and  other  forms  of 
nuclear  activity,  particularly  waste  from  industry  and  analysis  of 
foodstiiffs,  There  is  always  the  possibility  that  radioactive  waste, 
dumped  in  the  sea,  may  come  back  in  the  salmon  and  shrimp  paste,  or  any 
other  fishy  foodstuff.  If  nuclear  energy  is  to  replace  coal  it  is,  of 
coarse,  imperative  that  other  industries  be  provided,  otherwise  the  work 
which  has  been  done  to  improve  the  health,  diet,  housing,  education, 
cleanliness  and  clothing  of  the  people  of  these  areas,  may  well  tend  to 
go  into  reverse,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 

Lastly,  I would  say, "Well  done  Professor  Salk."  Nobody 
likes  to  see  a case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  and  it  looks  as  if  the 
solution  is  approaching.  However,  one  word  of  warning,  tuberculosis 
is  still  "Captain  of  the  Kings  of  Death,"  and  "Public  Health  enemy  No.  1. " 
Everybody  deplores  the  death  of  Jeff  Hall.  What  about  the  hundreds  dying 
of  T,B?  Where  are  you  television  cameramen?  Where  are  you  press 
photographers?  Yes,  no  doubt  you  have  got  something  more  important 
up  your  sleeves.  Good  Luck  to  you® 

To  revert  to  Mr.  Bralyn  Evans.  When  he  addressed  the 
Blackwood  and  District  Local  History  Society  recently,  he  pointed  out, 
quite  rightly,  that  it  is  the  geology  of  an  area  which  determines  its 
vegetation,  agriculture  and  industry.  Although  the  age  of  the  earth, 
he  said,  could  be  measured  in  years  by  the  grains  in  a very  large  room 
full  of  sugar,  if  condensed  down  to  twelve  hours,  the  oldest  fossils 
would  be  aged  an  hour  and  a half,  and  man  has  been  on  the  earth  half 
a minute.  It  seems,  at  this  comparative  rate,  that  the  next  fraction 
ox  a second  is  likely  to  be  the  most  fateful  of  all.

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HOUSING 


Much  progress  has  been  made  during  1958  to  deal  with 
property  which  could  not  be  repaired  at  a reasonable  cost.  In  1953 
«.  survey  was  made  to  ascertain  the  houses  which  came  into  the  category 
of  unfit  and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  cost,  and  the  list 
included  140  dwellings.  One  hundred  and  five  of  these  houses  have 
now  been  dealt  with  and  they  are  being  demolished  or  closed  forthwith. 
This  work  has  been  made  possible  by  the  policy  of  the  Council  of 
providing  housing  accommodation  for  the  displaced  families.  The 
majority  of  the  families  are  being  rehoused  on  the  Sunnybank  Estate, 

To  rehouse  these  people,  the  Council  have  carefully 
considered  the  circumstances  of  the  families  concerned,  and  have 
taken  into  account  any  anxiety  or  preference  shown  as  to  where  they 
should  be  rehoused  - place  of  work,  size  of  family,  the  difficulty 
of  rehabilitation  of  older  people  in  another  Ward  of  the  Area,  A 
comprehensive  register  of  tenants  seeking  transfers  from  their 
present  Council  houses  has  been  drawn  up  as  a result  of  a 
questionnaire  circulated  by  the  Housing  Manager,  Mr,  A,  S,  Daynes, 
to  all  Council  house  tenants. 

The  scheme  involved  four  Clearance  Areas  (25  houses) 
and  the  remainder  were  individually  unfit  houses, 

A provisional  timetable  has  been  drawn  up  for  the 
rehousing  programme  and  the  condemned  houses  have  been  grouped 
together  in  order  of  urgency  of  disrepair,  also  taking  into 
account  the  formation  of  blocks  of  property  to  facilitate  actual 
demolition  and  thereby  preventing  any  risk  of  "squatting"  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  dangers  relative  to  derelict  property. 

Some  of  these  families  are  not  up  to  a normal 
standard  of  cleanliness,  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  constant  inspection, 
encouragement  and  help,  that  an  improvement  will  be  effected  in 
this  standard  of  cleanliness  to  compare  with  their  higher  standard 
of  rehousing.

During  February  a notification  was  received  from  the 
Caunty  Council  that  apples  contaminated  with  arsenic  and  lead  had  been 
consigned  to  stores  in  various  districts  of  the  County,  including 
one  store  in  the  Bedwelity  Area,  The  Wholesaler  was  contacted 
iaaediately  and  it  was  ascertained  which  shops  had  received  the 
suspected  apples.

iC)  CAFES  AND  RESTAURANTS

bar  in  a,  few  cases  it  was  found  that  during  busy  hours,  the  washing-up 
water  became  cold  in  the  sinks,  and  consequently  thorough  cleansing  of 
crockery  and  cutlery  was  not  effected, 

(D)  ICB-CRBAM 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  all  premises  where 
ice-cream  is  being  made,  and  there  has  been  systematic  sampling. 

These  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Newport,  to  ascertain  the  hygienic  quality  of  the  product, 
(samples  for  fat  content  are  taken  by  the  County  Council  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspectors),  The  samples  are  provisionally  graded  by  the 
laboratory  into  four  grades  according  to  standard  of  purity,  and 
jssdgement  of  quality  is  based  on  a series  of  samples  over  a period.

The  results  shown  above  are  not  entirely  satisfactory 9 
but  it  would  appear  from  the  general  pattern  that  there  is  a gradual 
improvement  over  the  period  in  most  supplies.  Inspection  and  advice 
given  to  the  manufacturers  appeared  to  effect  an  improvement. 

In  addition  to  the  above  samples,  the  ice-cream 
supplied  to  vendors  by  the  large  firms  was  also  tested.

Vans  from  which  ice-cream  and  ice-lollies  are  sold 
have  been  inspected.  Most  of  these  vans  come  into  the  District 
from  outside  areas , arid  comply  with  the  regulations,  but  it  was 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  one  vendor,  for  an  offence 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955.  Soap,  nailbrush,  towel  and 
hot  water  were  not  provided  on  his  van  as  required  by  Regulation  28.

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(E)  SCHOOL  CANTEENS 


There  are  18  School  Canteens,  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  the  standard  of  hygiene,  both  as  regards  equipment  and  personnel,  is 
generally  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  recommendations  made  to  the 
County  Authorities  have  been  implemented  and  there  seems  to  be  a sense  of 
appreciation  by  the  employees,  in  that  these  Authorities  are  helping  them 
to  maintain  a good  standard  by  supplying  hygienic  equipment.  Every 
canteen  is  now  provided  with  a refrigerator. 

In  only  one  canteen  did  there  seem  to  be  room  for 
improvement  by  the  personnel. 

The  inspections  were  carried  out  usually  during  times 
of  food  preparation.  General  decoration  and  insufficient  ventilation 
fans  were  noted  in  some  of  the  canteens. 


(F)  PITHEAD  CANTEENS 

There  are  three  Pithead  Canteens  (at  Markham,  Elliotstown, 
and  Britannia)  providing  snacks  and  meals  for  miners.  Minor  alterations 
and  improvements  have  been  suggested  to  the  National  Coal  Board,  who 
have  co-operated  in  these  matters. 


(G)  FACTORY  CANTEENS 


Three  factories  provide  facilities  for  mid-day  meals. 

Notices  have  been  ;erved  to  attend  to  such  items  as  re- 
decorating, refuse  storage,  replacement  of  draining  boards  and  provision 
of  first  aid  equipment, 

(H)  PUBLIC  HOUSES  AND  CLUBS 


Inspections  have  been  made  during  and  out  of  licensing 
hours  at  the  38  public  houses  and  21  clubs  in  the  Area, 

Cleanliness  and  hygiene  was  satisfactory  generally. 
Glasses  were  found  to  be  clean  in  all  except  three  premises.  Decoration, 
which  is  an  item  that  requires  frequent  attention  in  this  type  of 
premises,  was  the  main  defect  noted.  Sanitary  accommodation  also 
needed  attention. 


Since  last  year,  considerable  work  has  been  done  by 
proprietors  to  increase  the  standard  of  hygienic  equipment  - provision 
of  impervious  counter  tops  and  sinks.

(J)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  SAMPLING 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  are  the  Food  Sampling 
Authority  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Prosser,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  has  kindly  provided  the  following  information  of  samples 
taken  by  his  Department  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955. 

"Samples  were  procured  at  Aberbargoed,  Argoed,  Blackwood, 
Cefn  Fforest,  New  Tredegar  and  Pengam. 

They  consisted  of  55  milk  samples,  38  samples  of  other 
food,  4 samples  of  Ice-Cream  and  3 Beer  samples. 

The  Public  Analyst  certified  all  these  samples,  with 
the  exception  of  one  sample  of  Ice-Cream,  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  required. 

The  sample  of  Ice=Cream  in  question  was  26  per  cent 
deficient  in  fat  and  Legal  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
Confectioner  concerned  who  was  given  an  Absolute  Discharge  on  the 
payment  of  £2.  6.  Od.  costs.
